kee skulls fo rthe Smithsonian Instl- 
tu'ion at Washington, Dr. Ales Hrd- 
licka, noted scientist, lett Bristol last 
night for Washington. 
Before leav- 


ing Dr. Hrdlicka gave out a statement 
in which he severely criticised 
the 


persons who virtually stripped one of 
the caves of everything of scientific 
value. 


• It is a sad state of affairs when 


our own people will wantonly and 
uselessly destroy things of scientific 
value solely for the sake of destruc- 
lioning." said Dr. Hrdlicka. 
"Every- 


thing in the cave of any worth had 
been taken out or smashed by rocks. 


•Jt is my earnest advice that an or- 


ganisation should bo formed in every 
community to take charge of things 
of this nature so that the specimen 
may *be preserved. 
' , 


"1 understand that persons stayed 


at the cave near Benhama all night 
taking out pieces of bones and skulls 
that might have been preserved for 
fu'ure study. 


Dr. Hrdlicka said that he was told 


that the cave would be closed so that 
no one could enter it. He said he had 
established that the skulls taken from 
the- cavern were those of Cherokee 
Indians and thought that they were 
placed there about 600 years ago, at 
least 
before 
Columbus 
discovered 


America. He deplored the motive that 
led people living in the vicinity of t'ae 
cave to disturb the soil and stones on 
the floor of the crevice, declaring that 
this made his work of ascertaining 
the age of the bones much more diffi- 
cult. 


Although he had covered about 25 


miles afoot since leaving Bristol for 
the cave, Dr. Hrdlicka appeared to be 
in excellent physical condition yester- 
day and in the afternoon lectured at 
the Tennessee high school on the ori- 
gin of man. 


A number of other caves in this 


section which are said to contain the 
bones of prehistoric man have been 
reported in Bristol since the discovery 
near 
Benhams 
several 
days ago. 


These caves will be investigated by 
Professor Henry TVoodman who ac- 
companied Dr. Hrdlicka on his visit 
to the cavern near Benhams. Profes- 
sor Woodman has received a number 
of letters concerning possible discov- 
eries elsewhere since publicity has 
been given the find near Benhams.

Southern polar regions goaded by that 
irresistible appeal to reach the 
est South, which has led many brave 
men to their death. Shackleton, if we 
remember 
rightly, died with 'he 


knowledge that he had reached 
point more nearly to the South Pole 
than any other explorer and at the 
time of his death he was bent on fur- 
ther exploration in his little whal- 
ing vessel provisioned for years in 
those mystic, silent, icebound regions 
•round the tip of the world. 


More detailed accounts of his death 


reveal that he was a victim of a hu- 
man 111 and he did not perish like 
some explorers from intense cold or 
through unforeseen mishap. A diges- 
tive disturbance which had trouble a 
him during that stage of the journey 
from South America to the Island of 
South Georgia, finally caused his end 
suddenly. We read that he had been 
troubled with pains in his back and 
chest and that after declining to re- 
turn to Monte ViJeo for treatment he 
dttermined to fight it out. On the 
day of his death he was cheery and 
full of hopp, hz_3 sent for the ship's 
medical officer to treat him for the 
relief of pains. The doctor was about 
to prepare medicine for him wli.^i he 
suddenly collapsed and died from an- 
gina pectoria, that swift agent of 
death. 


Shackelton who was knighted for 


his invaluable it-search work in the 
field of science was an extremely 
modest man and like all adventurers 
in the grent outdoors, found lionizing 
detestable. He was a seafaring mar 
from early youth, a man of striking 
physical 
proportions, a acolar 
:u>0 


•with that indefinable trait of charac- 
ter which won him the affection of 
those who sail'* d forth with him from 
t:me to time on his expeditions into 
the arctic. The expedition on which 
he started with disastrous results 
not so much to penetrate to the po'e 
itself as it was to explore those un- 
known lands which converge on tl'P 
pole and 
to study the florae and 


faunae, and to discover whether 01 
not a race of men indigent to tiia 
section really .existed.

to be a thrilling expedition and one of 
great value, if successful, to the scien- 
tific world.

Treaties Are Put 
In Final Form 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1 —(By the Associated Press.)—The Wash- 


ington negotiations for limitation of armament reached their con- 
summation today when a plenary session of the arms conference gave 
definite and public approval to the two treaties limiting navies and 
restricting the use of new agencies of warfare. 


One of the covenants thus sealed after eleven weeks of debate es- 


tablishes a fixed ratio of capital ship strength between the five great 
powers, and the otherpledges them against unrestricted submarine 
warfare and use of poison gas. Within a day or two the "plenipoten- 
tiaries of the United States, Great Britain, Japan, France and Italy 
will formally affix their signatures. 


At the same session, the Far Eastern wing of the conference moved 


forward toward completion of its tasks by announcing officially the 
terms of the Shantung settlement and by giving final approval to 
nine of the resolutions adopted in committee in regard to Chinese 
problems. The agreement on Shantung already has been put into a 
draft treaty between Japan and China, and the other Far Eastern 
settlements are to be embodied in at least two general conventions 
which will come before the conference shortly. 


As soon as Japan's intention to withdraw from Shantung had been 


definitely stated, the British announced formally for the first time 
that their government was ready to hand back to China the lease- 
hold of Wei-Hai-Wei. The French let it be known tonight, however, 
that they expected to treat directly with China over possible retire- 
ment from their leased territory at Kwangchow-Wan, a decision 
which appeared to becloud the prospect of any general conference 
agreement regarding the Chinese leased territories.

"This treaty ends, absolutely ends, 


the race in competition in naval arma- 
ment. 
AS. the same time it leaves 
the relative security of the grc.it naval 
powers unimpaired. 


"Jn this treaty we arc 
talking of 
arms in the language of peace. The 
best thing about the engagement is 
the spirit which h.-is liven manifested 
throughout our negotiations, and to 
which is due our ability to reach this 
fortunate conclusion. In oJher words, 
we are taking perhaps the great est 
forward step to establish the reign 
of peace."
